Mr.

Serving on High Court 
Is Chilling experience

O m a h a — Justice Harry 
Black mun says serving in the 
U.S. Supreme Court has been 
“ a 
chilling 
experience” 
for 
him. 


Black mun 
s h a r e d 
his 
philosophies 
and 
experiences

Eighth Judicial Circuit’s 33rd 
annual 
c on f e r e n c e 
in 
Omaha. 


The 
justice 
said 
he 
has 
“ nev er 
been 
lonelier” 
than 
when he has had to make a 
decision as a member of the 
U.S. 
Supreme 
Court. 
“ One 
relies on instinct, training, ex ­ 
perience and what judgment 
he has," Blackmun said. 
Commenting on the nation's 
problems, he said: “ We are 
not 
perfect 
and 
never 
will 
be. 
“ There will always be the 
poor, 
there 
will 
always 
be 
poverty and there will always 
be inequality and bigotry. 
“The heartening thing is that 
if we recognize the existence 
of these things, then we can 
mak e progress.” 
Blackmun 
paid 
tribute 
to 
former Supreme Court J ustices 
Hugo Black and J ohn Harlan, 
terming Black “ the absolutist 
in ev ery way ” and “ A bit of 
a rascal. “ He said Harlan was 
“ a genial aristocrat in ev ery 
way .”___ 
Commenting 
on 
the 
U.S. 
S u p r e m e 
Court 
today, 
Black mun said it “ will try to 
tak e another shot” at obscenity 
cases, “ but probably not with 
much luck .” 
Said the justice: “ The ex­ 
hibits always seem to disap­ 
pear. Y e all frown in depth 


at our law clerk s when this 
happens ’’ 


He 
termed 
press 
observa­ 
tions of “ seething discord in 
the 
court” 
as 
nothing 
but 
“press 
speculation,” 
saying 
there is no practice of the jus­ 
tices not speak ing with each 
other as there has been in past 
years. 


Black mun said he has found 
that people visiting the court 
k now 
very 
little 
about 
the 
judicial system but are very 
interested. 


He said lawyers who appear 
before the court frequently fail 
to read the rules and follow 
them, fail to state the issues 
and too frequently read from 
their briefs. 
“ What bothers m e,” he said, 
“ is the flow and pace of the 
work.” About IO or 
ll new 
petitions 
requesting 
rev iews 
are filed with the court each 
day , he said. “ I hav e nev er 
worked harder in my life. It 
(the work) requires good health 
and a minimum of Social life.” 
Black mun said 
the human 
aspects of the court are often 
ignored. “ Each judge is in the 
true sense a prima donna,” 
he said. “ None can be pushed 
around, 
“The place is full of tradi­ 
tion, and there isn't a deadbeat 
in the court.” 


The Ripper 
Bungling 
Abortionist? 


London 
—Jack the Ripper, 
the k iller who terrorized Lon- 
on 
84 years ago, may have 
been a woman. 
That’s the theory of a former 
Scotland Yard detectiv e chief 
superintendent, Arthur Butler, 
who 
has 
been 
spending 
his 
retirement 
p r o b i n g 
the 
gruesome slay ings of 1888. 


Butler, 
one of 
the 
Y ard's 
most 
successful 
m urder 
in­ 
vestigators 
before he retired 
in 
19 68. believes the k illings 
were carried out by a midwife- 
turned-abortionist and an as­ 
sistant in an effort to k eep 
police off the track . 


He said some victims may 
have been hideously carved up 
to cover traces of abortions 
gone 
wTong. Others may have 
died because they were trying 
to black mail the abortionists. 


Butler wrote his findings in 
The 
Sun 
after 
a 
year 
of 
research. 
He 
said 
the 
true total 
of 
Ripper victims was probably 
seven, 
and 
not 
five 
a s 
generally accepted 
The first 
was E m m a Smith, a prostitute 
of 45. 
Emma

legal a ctiv ities,” Butler said. 
I contend that four out of

quently died . . . 
were no) 
murdered at all. Their deaths

the result of bungled abortion 
attempts. 
“ By first mutilating and then 
dumping
